Gunman Schapp Offer* to Surrender 
lf Accorded 
Same Treatm ent as 


Others. 


New York, Aug. I.—Money supplant­ 
ed murder as the chief issue in New 
York* police scandal. 
Stirred by the 
amazing stories of Jack Rose, the gam­ 
bler, that the Tenderloin's tribute to 
the ‘‘system" for protection reached 
$2,40U,Ouu 
annually, 
the 
milder 
of 
Herman Rosenthal was thrust tempor­ 
arily into the background, while the 
authorities bent their energy toward 
confirming 
R oses 
assertions. 
Rose 
maintains that, besides Reeker, the po­ 
lice lieutenant charged with instigat 
lug the Rosenthal killing, three higher 
police officials and a civilian employe 
or the department were sharers of the 
graft. 
A report reached the criminal courts 
building that an affidavit had beeu 
prepared positively implicating a high 
police official in the gambling graft. 
District Attorney Whitman declined 
either to confirm or deny the report. 
Mayor Gaynor issued a call for a 
special meeting of the board of alder­ 
men on Monday for the purpose of au­ 
thorizing a committee to investigate 
police conditions In the city. The com­ 
mittee will be empowered to investi­ 
gate the department in all Its ramifi­ 
cations. 
Far from discrediting the tale of $2,- 
400,000 as a fantastic yarn of a gam­ 
bler seeking to ease his own plight, 
Mr. Whitman believes the amount to 
be a conservative estimate. 
Rose says that Reeker took a list of 
gamblers and determined how much 
money each gambler was to lie as­ 
sessed for the privilege of doing bus! 
ness unmolested. Some gamblers. Ruse 
said, paid as high as $5<*o a month, 
while the little fellows got ofT with 
$50 to $100 a month. 
The police authorities on the other 
hand said that the story was ridicu­ 
lous. A statement made with the au 
thorization 
of 
Commissioner Waldo 
said that with the system of checks 
and counter checks employed in the 
department it was Impossible for any 
individuals or any branch of the ser­ 
vice to collect blac kmail in anything 
like the enormous sum mentioned by 
Rose. 
Inspectors and other officials below 
the commissioner were quick to deny 
that they had any finger in any funds 
collected. 
It was conceded that gam­ 
bling exists in the city. but It exisis. 
so the police authorities maintain, be­ 
cause of the attitude of the courts, 
which, they say, makes conviction of 
gamblers well nigh impossible. 
Corrupt individuals within the de­ 
partment, It was admitted, might be 
able to levy blackmail. 
However, It 
was held that lieutenant Bec ker when 
in charge of the ‘‘strong arm squad" 
and engaged in gambling raids, never 
had authorltw that would enable him 
to go ahead with the wholesale collec­ 
tion of graft sin h as Rose and others 
have described. 
Although the gunmen who dbl the 
actual shooting of Rosenthal are st ll 
at large, one of those direc tly or lndl 
redly Involved in the crime 
came 
within the reach of the authorities He 
is Samuel Schepp, an occupant of the 
gray car in whic h the murderers rode 
Bernard 
H. 
Sandier, 
counsel 
for 
Schepp, appeared at the district attor 
ney's office and said his client was 
willing to surrender provided he were 
accorded the treatment given Rose. 
Vallon and Webber. 
He was told that 
Schepp would lie used as a witness lf 
he could show that he waa not an ac­ 
cessory to the shooting, and it is prob­ 
able that Schepp will surrender. 
lieutenant He ker maintains tile si­ 
lence in Hie Tombs, receiving no vis­ 
itors except his wife and counsel. 
W th regard to the talk of immu­ 
nity or lighter treatment for Becker in 
the event of Ids disclosing the opcr 
attern of the “system," District Attor 
ney Whitman said that lf It could be 
proved thHt Reeker, a iHilice offic ial, 
instigated the murder of Herman Ro­ 
senthal, the crim e could not be con 
donee! for any exposure of graft that 
he might be able to produce. 
"How 
ever." Mr. Whitman added, "It must 
be presumed that he is innocent until 
ive is proved guilty.”

Washington, Aug. I. - - A The I»dge 
resolution warning the lotions of the 
world not to estabish military or naval 
stations on either of the American 
continents, was recommended for pas­ 
sage by the senate in a report by the 
foreign relations committee. 
The measure asserts that such en­ 
croachment upon the policy laid dowu 
In the Monroe doctrine would be ‘‘re­ 
garded with grave concern” by the 
United States. 
The 
real 
basis of the resolution, 
which it was expected that the senate 
would adopt without further delay, la 
to warn Japan not to establish a naval 
or pseudo-commercial base at Magda­ 
lena bay, Mexico. 
The resolution specifies that foreign 
corpoartious 
or 
associations "which 
have sinh a relation to another gov­ 
ernment, not American, as to give that 
government practical power of control 
for national purposes,” shall be deem­ 
ed to come within the warning. 
The following is the text of the reso­ 
lution: 
“Resolved, That when any harbor, 
or other place in the American conti­ 
nent, is so situated that the occupation 
thereof for naval or military purposes 
might threaten the communications or 
the safety of the United States, the 
government of the United States could 
not see without grave concern the pos­ 
session of such harbor, or other place, 
by 
any 
corporation 
or association 
which has such a relation to another 
government, not American, as to give 
that government practical power of 
control for national purposes.” 
Toe 
foreign 
relations 
committee 
accepted the resolution without dis­ 
sent. 
A special committee composed of 
Senators 
Lodge. 
Root. 
Sutherland, 
llitcheck and Rnyner also reported 
that it ha<l found no evidence that Ja­ 
pan or any other foreign nation was 
behnd the movement to acquire the 
land about Magdalena bay. 
Nevertheless a "firm statement” by 
the United States was asked for in 
consequence of the Magdalena bay In­ 
cident, where it was shown that a 
Japanese syndicate had been nego­ 
tiating for l.ooo.ooo acres of land along 
the wcs.cm ( oast of flower California 
in Mexico. 
S»n;»tor Lodge said the committee 
tielleved it a propitious time to state 
this government's attitude. No evi­ 
dence had been found, however, that 
Japan "or any other country" was be­ 
hind tile proposed purchase of Magda­ 
lena bey, which the United States con­ 
siders the most advantageously locat 
ed naval base on the Pacific coast, be­ 
cause of its relation to the western 
terminus of the Panama canal.

"The death of the former emi»«ror 
ha* caused great sorrow to the nation, 
but the throne cannot be left empty

We. 
therefore, immediately ascended the 
throne, and will adm inister the affairs 
of the country under the protection of 
our itit|>enal ancestors and under the 
provisions of the constitution. 
“ In this adm inistration we hope not 


lo lie misled. We *hail endeavor to 
sustain and further the great work 
done and undertaken by the former 
emperor. You, our subjects, do your 
hest for your country, as you did for 
the former emperor, and be loyal to 
us.” 
Marquis Saionji, the Japanese pre­ 
mier, in replying to the em peror’* 
proclamation, pledged his unrem itting 
loyalty to the new sovereign.
